BRATTICED SHAFTS. 


Sir,—In replying to ‘ H. P.,” in last week’s Journal, I cannot do better 
than quote his own words:—“ Let it be proved that there is great and 
special danger to human life attendant on the working of bratticed shafts, 
and not a voice will be raised in their defence.” But I cannot admit that 
the proof he tenders is satisfactory. ‘The only clear proof is to be found in 
the statistics of accidents which have occurred through the single-shaft 
system, as distinguished from the defective shaft system. At Hartley, if 
there had been “two ways out,”’ the men would, undoubtedly, have es- 
caped; and so would they if the bratticed shaft had been properly walled 
and madesecure. The Inspector’s report furnishes us with the only reliable 
information upon the question; and in it we find but little evidence to prove 
that the single-shaft system is such a frightful source of danger as some 
maintain it to be. Till it can be proved that it is impossible to make a 
bratticed shaft so strong that it shall never collapse, or that there is in- 
herent danger in that system, I see no reason for the unqualified condem- 
— which your correspondent has expressed. W. 
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MINING LEASES. 


Sir,—How rarely do parties embarking in mining adventures think of 
enquiring into the tenure of the property! The broker who sells shares 
is too anxious to effect sales and do business to trouble himself about this, 
and the buyer, in the time of excitement, makes his purchases without a 
thought on the subject until, probably, it is too late. One of the first en- 
quiries before embarking in this perilous property should be, who is the 
lessor? and next, how long has the lease to run, and does it contain a power 
of renewal and retiring clause? Next, what are the dues? Then follow 
many other things needful to be ascertained before parting with the hard 
cash, ‘The fate of the late shareholders in Phcenix Mines should be a warn- 
ing to intending adventurers, There is seldom much difficulty at the onset 
in obtaining leases for new mining adventures, and frequently on terms 
sufficiently liberal. At the early stage of the business the proprietors of 
mineral property are very glad to have the same explored; but when emi- 
nent success has been achieved by patient and persevering industry, after 
many years of labour and self-denial, the temptation to take all advantages 
that can legally be taken is sometimes too strong for even the great and 
powerful to resist. In such a district as that in which Phoenix Mines are 
situated, a 21 years’ lease is quite inadequate to give the adventurers a fair 
chance. The first 10 or 15 years will, in all probability, be consumed in 
fruitless toil and great expenditure; and when at last- success has been 
achieved, the lease is out, and the adventurers are at the mercy of the les- 
sors. The remedy for this is clear and simple—viz., either let the proposed 
adventurers obtain at first a lease for 40 or 50 years; or ifonly for 21 years, 
let them stipulate for a power of renewal for 21 years more on certain defined 
terms, optional with the lessee; and if the proprietor refuses to accede to 
so reasonable a requirement, let him keep his mineral land and work it 
himself. The risks attendant on this pursuit are sufficiently onerous with- 
out being placed at the mercy of the lessors, after so briefa time, who may 
sometimes be compared to the farmer who keeps bees,—watching the in- 
dustrious insects until their hive is filled; then killing them, and taking 
possession.

CARADON VALE MINE. 


S1r,—In last week’s Mining Journal your readers are informed that a 
lease of the Wheal Sedley sett was granted to Mr. Fawcett, described by 
you as the present Chairman of Kast Caradon, and to Mr. James Wolfer- 
stan—that the lease is still in Mr. Fawcett’s possession, and so far as he 
is concerned, you have his authority for stating that it has never been re- 
voked. Mr. Fawcett was personally informed three or four monthssince that 
the old lease had been revoked, and that the grants of the Caradon Vale sett include 
the land comprised in the lease under which he and his co-adventurers worked Wheal 
Sedley. He could have easily satisfied himself on these points, if he doubted what had 
been told him, by making enquiries in another quarter—of the solicitors concerned for 
the grantors of the Wheal Sedley sett. Mr. Fawcett ought to be aware that the fact 
of his merely possessing the old lease gives him no title whatever after a revocation. 
This he might have learnt, too, from his own solicitor at Salisbury, and that the lease 
itself is now merely waste parchment. It appears as if Mr. Fawcett wishes to prop 
up a defunct title (after the positive information he received) by still persisting that 
he retains a right which has been put an end to. Lethim now be told once for all that 
that he has no vestige of a title in respect of Wheal Sedley. 

You state in your article of last week that about 30007. was the expenditure on Wheal 
Sedley; and this assertion, it is assumed, has also been made on Mr. Fawcett’s autho- 
rity. In that case I think it will be but right for you, by his authority, also to inform the 
mining community, through your paper, of the particulars of that cost or outlay. It 
has been by men of long mining experience that the work done at Wheal Sed- 
ley must have been at a cost of over 10,000/., and some faith must be placed in their 
statements. It is evident that, as there was an intention on the part of Mr. Fawcett 
to resuscitate the concern (Wheal Sedley), and, as you say, bring it fairly before the 
public, to get back for the old shareholders some of the money they had lost, that a 
good opinion of the value of the mine must have been entertained by him, or his ad- 
visers ; and as to his bringing it fairly before the public, a qualified expression of this 
kind does not convey the extent of the pecuniary benefit he and his friends would have 
wished to derive from it, and especially if they had seen the present appearances of the 
mine. Mr. Fawcett has as little reason to complain of the Wheal Sedley lease having 
been revoked from the workings having been abandoned, as the former workers in East 
Caradon had of their lease having been revoked, and afterwards re-granted to fresh lessees, 
the work in which Mr. Fawcett and his co-adventurers have had the good fortune to reap 
the benefit of. You say that the caunter lode in East Caradon was not found productive 
until it was reached 70 fms. from the surface (50 fms. below the adit). This statement 
will also be found in the Caradon Vale prospectus ; and it is there added that the Wheal 
Sedley perpendicular engine-shaft is already sunk 52 fms. from the surface (30 fms. below 
the adit), which is only 20 fms. shallower than where the caunter in East Caradon was 
first found to be rich. 

You support the present price of Caradon Glasgow Consols at 105,000/., and you state 
that this company started with a working capital of 20,0007. to 30,0007. The fact is 
that 17,0007. was raised by the sale of 17,000 shares; 10,000 of the remaining shares 
were retained by the lessees or promoters, and 3000 shares were held in reserve. This 
was done when the caunter lode had not been cut in East Caradon in the 50, and when 
its shares were selling at 22. or 32. per share only, in consequence of an important alte- 
ration in the appearance ‘of the ground in driving towards the lode in the 50, There- 
fore, the Glasgow Caradon Consols shareholders for the 17,0007. they paid can now value 
their interest at 70,000/., though no more copper ore is to be seen in their mine at pre- 
sent than at Caradon Vale. The Glasgow Caradon Consols have not yet, it is understood, 
reached 40 fathoms below the surface, which is 30 fathoms shallower than where the 
ore was first found in East Caradon, and 12 fms. shallower than the present depth of Cara- 
don Vale. The holders, then, of the 10,000 shares in the Glasgow Caradon Consols get 
35,000. for one-third of that mine (making, with the 70,000/. referred to, 105,000/., the 
price the whole mine at present bears), such 35,0007. being 30007. more than the price 
at which the whole of the Caradon Vale Mine has been estimated—32,0007. ; as, after 
taking credit for the working capital of 8000/., and for the 10,0007. worth of work done, 
and which must be considered as money appropriately expended, and now avatlable, be- 
sides the saving of several years in time, 32,000/., and no more, is the present price pug 
upon the Caradon Vale Mine, as aguinst 88,000/. for the Glasgow Caradon Consols, al- 
lowing 17,0002. to be the working capital—together 105,000; and leaving (say) 8000/. of 
the capital by the time a 52 fm. level may be reached from the surface, the depth of 
Caradon Vale, there being in Glasgow Caradon Consols little or no adit or other works 
such as have been performed at Caradon Vale. 

The money actually spent by the present East Caradon Company has been 27. 14s. 6d. 
per share, or about 16,0007.; this sum is in addition to about 70007. laid out by the 
former company, but the last-named expenditure has as yet been of but little avail to the 
present company, in consequence of the operations of the former workers not having been 
turned to much account. Let us, then, regard East Caradon with its capital spent of 
16,0002. ; Glasgow Caradon Consols in which shares were sold for 17,000/., but whether 
that amount was their working capital does not appear, though credit has been given 
by you for it; and Caradon Vale (taking into account the work done with the working 
capital to be applied to its future working) 18,000/., and the present proprietors are well 
advised that the 80007. as a working fund will be sufficient to make the mine highly 
valuable, It has nearly four times as much in length on the caunter (under the most 
favourage conditions) a8 East has, and 120 fms. more than Glasgow Caradon 
Consols. Many local practical men say they would as soon, or rather, have the Caradon 
Vale sett than Glasgow Caradon Consols, for reasons which they, from their mining ex- 
perience, know the importance of. Moreover, Caradon Vale is now producing more ore 
in the adit than East Caradon produced in any level above the 50, and it is known that 
there were good stones of ore found in the 30 on the caunter, in Wheal Sedley, before 
that mine ceased working. In East Caradon the caunter did not even produce stones of 
ore in the 30, being 50 fms. under surface; this fact is merely mentioned for the purpose 
of showing that ore ground may be expected in the western part of Caradon Vale before

the East Caradon caunter. I do not understand from your statement that Capt. Sec- 
combe told you of these things, but should he have done so, if he were now to go 
on the ground at Caradon Vale, and take his bearings from the shode pits opened by the 
present proprietors for more than 200 fms. in length upon the lode, he would, no doubt, 
alter his opinion. You state that no agent in the world can say with certainty that the 
caunter lodes passes through Wheal Sediey, yet you have striven hard to show that it 
does not pass through it, by stating that the run of the lode in Caradon Vale was found 
to be 200 fms. north of the East Caradon caunter. You, or your informant, must have 
drawn two Iines on the spot to enable you to make this statement—one line for the 
caunter in East Caradon, and the other for the Caradon Vale lode. You, therefore, 
try to make a certainty of that which you say no agent in the world can. The East 
Caradon adit has been driven more than 200 fms. north of the south underlying caunter 
in East Caradon. There is no other south underiier found in that adit than the caunter, 
or still farther north, for the main lodes of the district are well known. Again, the 
Wheal Sedley adit has been driven more than 100 fms, south of the south underlier in 
Caradon Vale; here, then, we have more than 300 fms. from north to south, with only 
Glasgow Caradon Consols, or Tokenbury, intervening ; it is, therefure, pretty clear that 
with the well-known bearing of the East Caradon caunter it must run somewhere within 
these 300 fms.; if, then, the south underlying lode of Caradon Vale be not the south 
underlying caunter lode of East Caradon, what other south underlying lode can it be, 
there being only one in the district? Now, suppose the south underlying lode in Caradon 
Vale Mine is not the caunter lode of East Caradon, then let any unprejudiced mine agent

You say that all the productive lodes of the Caradon district are in granite, Can you 
point out one productive lode in granite in the Caradon district that has ever been worked 
and proved to be unproductive in killas? The caunter lode in Wheal Sedley, now Ca- 
radon Vale, and the Sarum lode in Marke Valley Mine, are the only productive lodes in 
granite which have been partially opened in killas, the lode in East Caradon being more 
allied to elvan than to granite. The caunter has not yet been reached at a sufficient 
depth in Caradon Vale for ore ground, but it has a most beautiful back of gossan, and it 
has elvan also associated wh it. East Caradon has elvan of precisely the same cha- 
racter and appearance as the elvan at Caradon Vale, and killas is frequently found near 
the lode in East Caradon, the underlie being south towards the killas, the granite lying 
immediately to the north of the elvan. Miners do not care about the stratum, a lode 
may be coun San, granite, or elvan, so that it be not too far from granite, and has 
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As to the Sarum lode, in Marke Valley, which is the other lode in killas I have re- 
ferred to, and which is known as the Rose Down lode of the same mine in granite, it 
is a very large lode, but coarse in its nature both in the granite and killas, producing 
rather low priced ore in both. In the killas the lode is much larger than it is in the 
granite, and it has already produced 70,000/, worth of copper ore in the killas. In the

You say that Wheal Sedley, or Caradon Vale, is more than a mile from East Caradon ;

You 
have again referred to the premium of 42,000. asked by the proprietors, and you mis- 
state it. I do not see the justice of this allusion, nor of some of the other statements you 
have made in reference to this undertaking. When you criticise an affair of the kind, 
your chief function is to exercise impartiality and fairness. It is stated in the pro- 
spectus that 4000 of the 10,000 shares are to be sold. Notwithstanding this you persist 
in making it appear that the proprietors will at present “ pocket,” as you have termed 
it, 42,0002, profit. This is erroneous, and I cannot understand how you can so distort 
it. It is highly probable that the shares will before long be worth considerably more 
than 51. per share ; yet for the present, and until more ore is discovered, they have a 
prospective value, the same as Glasgow Caradon Consols. I may add, that the 8000/. 
working capital has been paid into the City Bank (the bankers of the Caradon Vale 
Company) to the account of the committee of management, The mine will now be 
worked vigorously.

Srr,—In the Journal of May 17 a comparison is drawn between this mine and its 
neighbour, Wheal Ludcott. One correspondent says that the silver in Ludcott continues, 
and dips into North Trelawny levels. I do not think I shall be out of place in asking 
that gentleman if he knows the mine, if not, from whom did he obtain his information ? 
If he knows the mine you will, I think, agree with me that his motive was very de- 
ceptive, as the lode from which the Ludcott people are raising their silver is in the north 
part of the sett, between the latter mine and Wheal Wrey Consols, and which is hun- 
dreds of fathoms from North Trelawny. This silver lode will never dip nor run into 
the latter mine, and, therefore, is of no benefit whatever to it.

The report ot Capt. Thomas Richards was read, as follows :— 

June 3.—In presenting you with a report of this mine,I would venture to remind you 
how difficult it is to calculate the value of our returns, in consequence of the continual 
decline of the copper standard. The 144 end, west of Cole’s engine-shaft, is extended to 
within 7 fms. of the sump-winze, now sinking below the 137, and we have commenced 
to drive south through the lode to prove its value; the little distance already opened 
shows some good quality copper ore, although it is not far into the jlode. In the 134, 
driving west of engine-shaft, the lode in the end is worth 20/. per fm. for ore, and it has 
opened a good piece of copper ore ground the last 12 fms. driven.

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COPIAPO EXTENSION RAILWAY COMPANY. 
The half-yearly meeting of proprietors was held at thecompany’s offices, New Broad- 
street, on May 30, Mr. HoLianp in the chair. 
Mr. E, Coie (the secretary) read the notice convening the meeting, and the minutes 
of the last were read and confirmed. 


The report of the directors and the accounts having been circulated amongst share- 
holders prior to the meeting, were taken as read. The report stated that the directors 
were of opinion that the prospects are improving, and that they look forward to a steady 
increase in the traffic. Every effort is being made to keep down to the lowest point the 
weekly expenses of the road, and the directors are glad to be able to state that the 
Copiapo Railway Company have agreed to reduce the freight on all materials for the use 
of the line 334 per cent. on the ordinary tariff, which must be considered a great boon 
tothiscompany. During the past six months the mines throughout the several districts 
of Copiapo have not been worked so extensively as formerly, which circumstance is to 
be attributed chiefly to the recent monetary cricis which occurred in Chile, the low price 
of copper in Europe, and the high freights ruling on the coasts; but recent advices state 
that business generally was improving, confidence becoming restored, and the mines 
were being worked again with more energy; and when any discovery of rich ore takes 
place at Chanarcillo, which is not at all improbable, there would be an immediate and 
large increase of traffic. 

The Cuarrman, in moving the adoption of the report and accounts, said the directors 
were sorry they could not give a more encouraging account, but, at the same time, they 
still entertained strong hopes and expectations that the traffic would gradua!ly improve. 


no inducement had been held out for the miners to develope to any extent the copper 
mines of Chile, and, consequently, there had been but small quantities of ores to trans- 
mit. Even the Copiapo Railway, hitherto such a very profitable undertaking, paying 
its proprietors 15 per cent. per annum, had, by reason of the very depressed state of the 
copper market, seen its traffic materially reduced, and the dividends fallen to 8 per 
cent. ; and it was hardly to be expected that the Extension Railway should not par- 
ticipate inthis, it is to be hoped, temporary disastrous state of affairs. Their mana- 
ger wrote with great hopes that some of the copper mines in the district of Castello

If such should prove to be the case, a very considerable in- 
crease of traffic would take place,—so considerable, indeed, that it might, perhaps, occa- 
sion the necessity for some extra rolling stock. It was gratifying to find that, compared 
with the previous year, there was a small increase in the traffic during the past twelve 
months, while, on the other hand, the working expenses had been kept as low, and in- 
deed lower, than during 1860, making the revenue bear the expense of the whole of the 
repairs of the road, which had been extremely heavy. Notwithstanding this, there had 
been during the year, as proprietors would see by the traffic returns, a monthly surplus 
of something like 2007. to 3002. ; and he felt that he might confidently say they were 
at the present time making a profit of about 2007. per month. Although that was not, 
perhaps, a very satisfactory result, yet it was better than hitherto; and he hoped they 
would continue to gradually improve. 

The Secretary read several extracts from the letters of the managers, which ex- 
pressed an opinion that the traffic would steadily increase. 

The CHAIRMAN, in answer to Mr. Le Breton, said that the charge for sleepers, hitherto 
carried to capital account, was this year carried to revenue account: it was included in 
the item 574/., and the whole of the extra sleepers that would be required to strengthen 
the road would be carried to revenue. It was so exhibited in the returns, which 
showed the nett surplus amount which had accrued to profit and loss. 

Mr. Le Breton enquired whether he understood the Chairman to say that, if this ex- 
pected considerable increase of traffic took place, they must have more locomotives ? 

The CuarrMaNn said that his impression was that ifthe proposition with regard to the 
desmontes were carried out the traffic would be so greatly increased that more rolling 
stock might be required, and it was to be hoped that such a contingency would arise. 

Mr. WHEELWaiIGHT thought that Mr. Woods, their engineer, could give a very satis- 
factory reply as to the capabilities of the present rolling stock. There was no doubt it 
was adequate for a very considerable increase of traffic, which would give very good di- 
vidends. Should these desmontes be worked and brought down, which he believed 
would be the case shortly, they would probably have to increase the rolling stock, which 
would certainly not be a cause of complaint. 

Mr. Woops (the engineer) said the locomotives were fitted to take 68 and 55 tons 
down the line, and the locomotive superintendent states that they could fully master 
those weights upon the declines, and about 44 tons in the other direction. During the 
last six months about 3500 tons had been conveyed, which was equal to 20 toms per day, 
towards the coast from the mines, but there was no reason why their rolling stock could 
not effectually transmit four times the existing traffic. 

Mr. WHEELWRIGHT said his impression was, and had always been, that in the dis- 
trict intersected by their railway they had all the elements of wealth; all that was 
wanted was the labour at the mines, The reason that nothing worth mentioning had 
been done with the carriage of water arose from the want of population. 

The SECRETARY, in answer to a question, stated that the locomotives were paid for. 

The report and accounts were then unanimously adopted. 

Mr. Carr, the retiring director, was re-elected, and Mr. J. Hegan was appointed di- 
rector in the room of Mr. Naylor, resigned. 

Mr. Hawkey said he had pat himself toa great deal of trouble to get over some of the 
desmontes, which were now being experimented upon in Germany and Holland. The 
point was whether they could be profitably rendered to a high richness before they were 
transmitted over the line. If the results proved that profit wou!d accrue, he should be 
glad to put the facts before the shareholders, ider whether it would be advisable 
to bring some of these desmontes to England.

Mining Report from April 30 to May 14. 

Qu&NANGEN—Lode E:: In the deep adit east the lode has increased in size, being now 
146 ft. wide, part of which is saving work ; this level will soon be getting under the orey 
ground driven through above, so that an improvement may be expected.

Some minute veins of ore are 
being met with in the shallow north-west working, but we have to drive some 3 or 
4 fms. further to come over the orey} ground now being wrought inthe 10. Very little 
water has accumulated in the bottom workings as yet, but the surface streams much 
increased yesterday, so that a large influx may be daily expected now. 

OLD Mine.—The lode has increased in size in the 10 south, being upwards of 3 feet 
wide, yielding stones of ore, with a more promising appearance than before. We have 
completed the timber work in the roof stope, and are again working on the lode, which 
is about 5 feet wide, worth 4 tons perfm. Bergmester’s side stope continues to look 
kindly; the friable quartz, which has formed the chief matrix for some time, is giv- 
ing place to a ial-looking calespar, well mixed with ore; the wider part of the 
lode is uow worth fully 3 tons per im.

We have not yet 
reached the hanging wall, but it contains good orey work so far as cut into, worth about 
8 tons perfm. The working south of the rise looks tolerably well, where the lode varies 
from 3 to 7 feet in width, yielding 34% tons of ore per fm. In the foot stope, north of 
the rise, we are blasting down a large mass of lode from the hanging side, which is prin- 
cipally quartz, with yellow ore of good quality irregularly disseminated in large patches, 
About this point the lode is divided, and is besides intersected by large vertical fissures, 
80 that it assumes a very irregular appearance at times, and parts of it are often found 
striking off in the sides in an unusual manner, In the workings further north the lode 
continues equally favourable, and the portions wrought yield from 2 to 3 tons of ore per 
fm. We propose soon to sink a winze in the north end of the stope, to see how the lode 
looks going down. There is no material change in either Carr’s adit or the cross-cut 
west from the tramroad level, the latter will soon reach the point where the lode is ex- 
pected to cross. The cold weather prevent: us from beginning the washing operations. 

Unirep Mines.—We are working at two poins on Woodfall’s lode, above the 35, where 
it varies from 1 to 2 feet wide, yielding 1% ton of tolerable quality work perfm. We 
are also raising some paying work from the other small lodes, but these places are, as 
usual, rather variable. The pitch in the lobby working at Michell’s looks promising, 
and yields good paying work. Three colliers have arrived, and a number of hands have 
been required from the mines to unload them; but, as observed above, the cold weather 
prevents our doing anything at surface, and we are in hopes of getting through without 
much inconvenience fora short time. The estimate is low, but the large number of hands 
which have left since the end of March, combined with the Easter holidays, must be 
taken into consideration. On investigating the result of our last year’s operations it will 
be found that Quenangen and Raipas have proved the greatest drawbacks. Alterations 
have been, and will still be, made at these places, and we are in hopes that the results 
will be more favourable.—C. TRELEASE.

DESCRIPTION OF A COAL MINE IN INDIA. 


Mr. Martin Coryell, civil and mining engincer, and proprietor and ope- 
rator of the Ebervale Colliery, in the Black Creek coal basin, has kindly 
allowed us to publish the subjoined letter, received by him from his brother- 
in-law, Dr. Samuel Lilly, of Lambertville, New Jersey, Consul-General at 
Calcutta. The mine visited by Dr. Lilly is in the Raneegunge coal field, 
which is tapped by the East india Railway, and in which in 1860 there 
were forty-nine collieries in operation, the joint production whereof was 
8,559,097 maunds, or 305,682 tons. 


“ Calcutta, March 14,—I have just returned from a trip some 300 miles in the country, 
during which I visited the Bengal Company’s coal mines at Raneegunge, some 180 miles 
north-west of this. The region is a hilly one, washed, or rather drained, in the wet sea- 
son by streams which are now nearly or quite dry. The surface is barren, except in the 
wet season, when, by secufing the water in pools, some rice and a few vegetables are 
raised. The overlying rock at the mines is a micaceous sandstone, and quite soft. The 
opening I visited has been worked a number of years, and is entered by 130 steps cut 
in the rock, the overlying portion of which was taken off—in other words, instead of going 
down a tunnel or slope, as in your region, in a car, we walked down an open staircase. 
The vein worked is about 7 feet thick; the coal is bituminous in character, but no skill 
or science has as yet been able to coke it. The coal is hauled from the breasts—say 
where now worked, some three-fourths of a mile in a hand-car, and hoisted up in bas- 
kets perpendicularly by gins turned by women, or drawn up by steam bya chain work- 
ing over a pulley and cylinder, to the surface, when it is placed in railroad cars to be 
sent to market. The mines are perfectly dry, and even dusty. A gang of miners con- 
sists of ten persons, a portion of whom are women, These gangs mine 100 maunds per 
diem each on an average—a maund is 80 Ibs. The miners work with bar and wedges, 
no powder being used. A very smart active miner wi}l sometimes earn 8 annas per diem, 
but many do not average more than one-fourth that sum,so that the pay is from 6 to 24 
cents per diem foreach person. All these are natives, of course ; and I was told by the 
superintendent, a very intelligent man, that it is impossible to introduce any improve- 
ments in mining. There are a number of collieries worked in this country, but the one 
I visited is almost the only one which pays dividends tothe stockholders, This coal is 
used for steam and culinary purposes, and is sold in Gicutta for 5 to 7 annas per maund, 
while English coals sell for 9 annas. 

Iam told that some mines in the eastern portion of Bengal yield a coal similar to 
the Welsh semi-anthracite; but there being no facilities for getting it to market, save 
the uncertain one of the rivers, which are nearly dry a large portion of the year, it does 
not pay to work them. Railways are being constructed and the country opened up, 80 
that it is thought that in a few years they will be brought into profitable use, and English 
coals driven entirely from the market. Iron, copper, &c., abound in some regions, but 
there is no limestone in convenient proximity, and the coals not being cokeabie (I invent 
the term) they are not worked to advantage. All these defects are being remedied, and 
it is believed that a bright future is open to various metallurgic operations in India, 

The railways are constructed very substantially and at a great cost. The East India 
Railway, which extends some 1000 miles north-west from here, is to be a portion of the 
line connecting Calcutta and Bombay. It is now open to Monghyr, 304 miles. I went 
to that place. The country through which it passes is a vast plain, traversed by some 
streams which are from 4% to 14% miles wide in the rains. The most of the masonry 
and the ballast of the road is formed of bricks. Near Monghyr there is an upheave of 
a nearly pure flint rock, which crosses the plain; it is some 300 feet in height, and, as 
it is very abrupt in its margin, the road traverses it by a tunnel 900 feet in length. I 
did not learn the cost of making the tunnel, but I did learn that two or three sets of 
contractors were ruined by it, and the company finished it themselves. The engines 
and carriages are all in the English style, the former being built in England; all the 
material for the track is imported from there, to even the cross-ties and chairs. I have 
looked closely into the construction of the road, &c. ; but as it impossible to go into de- 
tail in the limits of aleiter, I leave that until we meet, which I now hope will be before 
the summer is ended, as the last mail brought me official notice that N. F. Jacobs, of 
Michigan, was appointed to succeed me on Jan. 17.”

In the direct sailing clippers the passenger can select his 
own berth, which he can retain until he lands in Victoria, and the moment he steps on 
board all further anxiety ceases until he arrives at his new bome, and he need not stint 
himself in amount of luggage.”

Powerrut AND Compact Catoric Enoine.—An exceedingly com- 
pact and well-constructed motive-engine, on the Ericsson or caloric principle, has been 
constructed by Messrs. Fawcett, Preston, and Co.,at the Phanix Foundry, and is re- 
markable for the genéral efficiency of its working. The engine consists of two parallel 
horizontal cylinders, each 32 inches in diameter, with a stroke of 15 inches. A regu- 
lating fly-wheel works in the central space between the two cylinders, and the estimated 
pressure is 8lbs. on the square inch. The space occupied by the whole is about 9 feet 
square, and to the top of the fiy-wheel is also about 9 feet, so that, with the exception 
of the two flues, the whole working space occupied by the engine will be represented 
by a cubical space measuring 9 feet on each side, The consumption of coal is estimated 
at 600 lbs. per day; yet with this small amount of combustion, and in the limited space 
mentioned, it is capable of working up to 8-horse power. The engine is intended to drive 
the machinery of a silk manufactory in Spain, for which purpose the owner got a smaller 
one on the same principle made some time ago, but having occasion to enlarge his works, 
he is now getting an engine of greatly augmented power to facilitate his operations. The 
engine in question seems admirably suited for any purpose and to any place in which 
economy of space and comparatively large power are essential, and where water and fuel 
are scarce; as a motive power for working a printing-machine it seem to be most hap- 
pily adapted. It worked with the greatest steadiness, and was smooth and equable in 
all its movements; but, unfortunately, it is somewhat noisy.—Liverpool Albion.

Gero.oaists’ AssoctaTion.—At the ordinary monthly meeting, on Mon- 
day (Prof. Tennant, President, in the chair), Mr, Marcus Scott, F.G.S., read an inter- 
esting and instructive paper “ On Mine Sarveying and Planning, and the Instruments 
employed therein.” He believed that the want of plans had been a great loss to the 
mining community, since it could not be doubted that minerals had been left by former 
workers, who possessed fewer facilities for working them than we did, but which could now 
be worked profitably. From the want of accurate plans, showing the position and ex- 
tent of the anworked ground, the most ridiculous errors not unfrequently occurred ; as 
an instance of which he might allude to a case where he was shown a piece of coal, 
and told that it would be worked out in three months, instead of which it lasted for 
three years, Facilities were offered for the registration of plans by the establishment 
of the Mining Record Office in eonnection with the Geological Survey and Government 
School of Mines; and although such registration was not compulsory, he was glad to 
learn that Mr. Hunt, by whom that department was admirably conducted, had recently 
received much more co-operation. Messrs, John Taylor and Sons were the first to for- 
ward plans, and their example had since been followed by many. It was simply ne- 
cessary to forward the pian to Mr. Hunt, and there was no doubt that ata future time 
it might be useful even to those who sent it; as, for example, in case of fire destroying the 
plans at the works, when duplicates would be available. The importance of this would 
be at once understood, when it was considered that after a given district of workings 
had been stopped it was sometimes impossible to make a new survey. In making a 
survey, it was of the first importance that all the points should be accurately fixed with 
relation to each other. For underground surveying he had no doubt that the theo- 
dolite was the best where facilities existed for its successful use; but it was not unusual 
for local circumstances to render the use of the circumferenter far le. He ad- 
vised that in all instances a base line should be obtained with the magnetic needle; 
but in planning the true north, but not the magnetic north, should be used; as other- 
wise the variation in the needle at different dates would cause fearful inaccuracies in 
the plan. For his own part, he sometimes preferred employing a base line, derived from 
connecting two well-known and immovable objects at surface, to using the north and 
south line at all.—In the discussion which followed, the Rev, Mr. Duncan and Prof. 
Morris took part. The various instraments employed in mine surveying—the theo- 
dolite, common miner’s dial, circumferentor, Hedley’s dial, the protractor, &&., were 
explained, and a cordial vote of thanks was given to the lecturer. A paper was then 
read “ On the Parian Formation of Trinidad,” by Mr. Guppy. From the fossils found, 
the author copc!uded that the formation was of later date than the true chalk ; and that 
Mr. Etheridge’s view as to the geological age of the deposit is correct. Mr. Parkinson 
thought the fossiis referred to might correspond with some he had forwarded long 
viously to Professor Tennant—an opinion which the President could neither confirm nor 
deny, as he had the fossils alluded to. Professor Morris explained the various 
formations met with in Trinidad, by the aid of diagrams

InreREsTING Minerats.—At the Royal Institution of Cornwall, Mr. 
R. Pearce (one of the lecturers of the Mining Association) stated that at the last spring 
meeting of the Institution he made mention of an interesting —oxide of tin 
after felspar—which he found at Balleswidden, near St. Just, and which was very similar 
toa h found some time before at Wheal Coates. Since that he had had some 
interesting specimens lent to him by Mr. Garby, the well-known mineralogist. He had 
submitted them to analysis, and had come to the conclusion that the pseudomorph was 
4 siliceous oxide of tin after quartz; there had been a replacement, or partial replace- 
ment, of quartz by oxide of tin. His analysis gave about 44 per cent. of silica (from 
which he had extracted pure siiica, a specimen of which he exhibited), 45 per cent. of 
oxide of tin, and the remainder was alumina. It wasan mineral, bu 


found to be very soluble indeed ; and it was impossible to obtain ‘rom 15 to 20 per cent. 
of pure silica in water by the process called dialysis ; and oxide of tin dissolved ina similar 
way. There was ulso another | ing speci —of alloph —never before found 
in Cornwall. It was found in considerable quantities in a mine near Traro. He had 
examined specimens, and found them to contain about 42 or 43 per cent. of water, 6 of 
silica, and 52 of alumina. The mineral had been discovered at Woolwich by some mining 
students; but it appeared that this allophane found in the neighbourhood of Truro dif- 
fered from al discovered elsewhere in its chemical composition. In reply to a 
question from the president, Mr. Pearce explained that the value which he had assigned 
to allophane was purely as a matter of scientific interest, because of the rarity of its oc- 
currence—it was of no practical or commercial value.

Remarks.—There has been a fair amount of business transacting in 
metals during the week, but merely of an ordinary character, and not such 
as to disturb current prices to any noticeable extent. The prospects of 
our market generally are certainly looking brighter, there being a visible 
improvement in the demand for shipment to America, and an increased 
enquiry both for the Mediterranean and the continental ports.

IMPROVEMENTS IN Bripce Raiis.—Some valuable improvements have 
been made in this class of rail, by Mr. Thomas Ellis, the manager of the 
New Swindon Rail Mills, Wiltshire. The rail is considered to be well 
adapted both for longitudinal and cfoss sleepers, and will never alter its 
shape, as the old rail does, The latter rails are generally filled with oak, 
to prevent them coming in, but this Mr. Ellis finds soon perishes, and the 
rail closes so much as to cut off the bolts and destroy the timber; this is 
done away with in his rail, and the timber is considered by practical en- 
gineers to last a much longer time, as the rail has a solid base. The cost 
and weight will be the same as the original rail, whilst it has the advan- 
tage of not moving at the joint, so that it cannot throw the engine off. 











EXCAVATING MACHINERY, 
[FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 

A very general feeling appears to exist that the time has now arrived 
when machine excavation should supersede the old and tedious process of 
hand labour, yet hitherto no really useful machinery has been devised for 
accomplishing the desired object, or, at least, none that is applicable to or- 
dinary mining purposes. The many difficulties in the way of introducing 
efficient machines for driving levels has led many to abandon the hope of 
applying them to this purpose, yet from the success which has attended 
boring operations, even with large sized hore-holes, it is thought that for 
sinking shafts some modifications of the system now employed for boring 
could not fail to succeed. Our readers are already familiar with the prin- 
cipal improvements in boring which have been from time to time proposed, 
and also with the excellent work which has been accomplished by Mr. 
Gottlieb Kind, a German, who it will be remembered was engaged upon 
the celebrated Artesian well at Grenelle. Several North Country and 
Scotch engineers have since patented and experimented with boring ma- 
chines, but none of them are likely, we think, to supersede Kind’s apparatus. 

It has been proposed to construct a boring tool of sufficient diameter to 
form a hole of the size of an ordinary shaft, and as Kind has succeeded in 
bringing up cores from 6 to 8 in. in diameter—quite sufficient to show the 
character of the strata passed through—it is contended that the difficulty 
would not be much increased were the core increased to as many feet, whilst 
there would be the additional advantage from there being sufficient space 
to go down to examine the sides after each core has been removed. It is 
thought by those interested in the introduction of shaft-sinking machinery 
that the time required for making a shaft by this means would scarcely ex- 
ceed that necessary for making an ordinary bore-hole, and that the work 
could be undertaken, regardless of the depth of the shaft, at 57. per fathom, 
and leave an enormous profit to the borers. To the miners the advantage 
of being enabled to enter into such an arrangement can be readily appre- 
ciated, since many mines which are now neglected would be profitably 
worked could a shaft 100 fms. deep be put down in six months, at the fixed 
charge of 500/., or even double that amount, 








FOREIGN MINING AND METALLURGY. 


Belgian industry continues to profit materially 7, the sustained demand 
on railway account, both at home and abroad. Thus the Belgian State 
railway system has recently accepted tenders for 600 goods trucks, last 
week it received tenders for 64 passenger carriages, and in a few days an 
adjudication will take place in respect to 300 more trucks. The construc- 
tion of railway plant appears from the numerous tenders delivered to be 
no longer reserved to a few special establishments. Messrs. De Dorlodot Brothers and 
Co. have obtained the contract for a quantity of rails put in adj "dication in Switzerland. 
The same works of Acoz will deliver the rails of a line from Blankenberghe to Bruges, 
the rolling stock of which will be constracted by Messrs. Thevenet, Hansen, and Co., 
who have workshops on the Sambre. On the other, hand, the Monceau and Thy-le- 
Chiteaa companies have presented the lowest tender fur rails advertised for by the 
Northern of France Railway Company for the line from Calais to Boulogne, The ave- 
rage price of rails at the Belgian works is 62. 10s. per ton. Girders, which for sometime 
were fabricated exclusively in two establishments, are now produced by several firms, 
and the increased competition has caused prices to fall; they now stand at about 8/. 16s, 
iron trade, the Wefifnl# @UY hot revive for” rolled Weows, wAt.reaerda.the. French 
10/7. 48. per ton; this price is considered not to bear a satisfactory proportion to the rates 
current for pig, and it is stated that it ts a difficult matter for the proprietors of rolling 
works to produce except at a loss. In the North of France the forges are provided at 
present with sufficient orders, and prices are firm. . ‘ ‘ 
The Belgian Minister of Public Works has adjusted, in concert with the 
Sambre and Meuse and Mariembourg and Chimay Railway Companies, a 
special tariff for the carriage of coal from the basin of the Centre (on the 
line from Mons to Manage) to France via Momignies. The rate to be 
charged from all the stations of the central basin, as far as Momignies, is 
fixed at 6s. 1d. per ton. It is announced that the colliery proprietors of 
the Mons bed have just decided on making a reduction of about 11d. per ton in the price 
of their coal. At Charleroi the deliveries of Belgian coal into the French departments 
of the Ardennes have not yet attained the importance which had been hoped for, a most 
active competition having been organised against them by the royal administration of 
the Prussian mines of Sarrebruck. The reduction of tariff charges made in favour of 
the works of the Haute-Marne has been already noticed under this head, and during the 
last few days a member of the Bergamt has visited the eastern departments of France, 
in order to examine the position of industrial affairs, and consider as to the advisability 
or otherwise of making further reductions in prices. TheSarrebruck coal workers have 
also endeavoured to extend their connection in the Grand Duchy of Luxembourg, and 
efforts are now being mae by the Prussian administration to secure the privilege of 
supplying the Grand Ducal works, situated near the Belgian frontier. : 
Some sales of Chilian copper have been effected at 877. per ton at Paris to 
supply urgent wants, but consumers show themselves less disposed to pay 
this price, although it is probable that a rate of (say) 86/. per ton would 
lead to business being done to some extent. In other descriptions there 
have been only a few insignificant transactions in the Paris copper market. 
At Havre business has been calm. At Marseilles a parcel of red copper 
in Spanish plates has been dealt in at 907. per ton. Some orders have been received at 
Hamburgh, but the terms prescribed were so low that they could not be executed; the 
actual business done has, consequently, been small. At Cologne prices have remained 
without change, but at Berlin the market has been firmer, and, at Stettin, Australian 
and American descriptions have been in some demand. As regards tin, the Low Coun- 
ties Commercial Company announce that they will offer to public sale,on the 25th inst., 
in parcels of 500 ingots, 142,500 ingots of Banca, reserving to themselves the power of 
increasing this quantity by about 20,000 blocks, if they arrive in time. This company, 
last year offered for sale 154,000 blocks, and 151,513 blocks in 1860. Immediately after 
the bidding for the lots now about to be exposed, the agents of the parties who have a 
concession of the Billiton Mines will offer for sale the present stock on hand, amounting 
to 1892 ingots, to which will be added 800 ingots, if they arrive in time. During the 
last few days the transactions in tin at Amsterdam have been of no great importance, 
but at Rotterdam some orders for exportation have communicated more firmness to 
prices, There has been little business done in tin at Paris, but at Cologne and Berlin 
prices have been firmer. At Hamburg there has been bat little demand, and only small 
quantities have been purchased, to meet the requirements of consumption. Lead has 
remained without change at Paris and Havre. The Hamburg market has also beea 
caim, although some founders have sought, without success, to raise their terms for soft 
German lead. The situation of the zinc market is unfavourable, business not having 
revived, notwithstanding a recent fallin prices. At Cologne, Berlin, and Hamburg sales 
have been pressed, but transactions have been limited to the supply of current wants, 








Minne 1x Canapa.—We have already alluded to the very valuable cok 
lection of minerals from Canada, at present being exhibited in the Colonial 
Court, immediately adjoining the department devoted to Mining in the 
International Exhibition, and to the very excellent technical catalogue 
which Sir W. Logan, F.R.S., the President of the Canadian Commission, has prepared, in 
order to render them more interesting to the British miner; but as there are many 
capitalists who would derive more information from a brief sketch, we have had a supply 
of Willson and Robb’s pamphlet, “ Manual for Explorers,”* sent over for the convenience 
of those who may desire a general knowledge of practical mining affairs. From the 
perusal of this little work a fair knowledge of the subject may be acquired; and we 
believe that the mineral collections, not only from Canada, but from other countries, 
will then be inspected with far greater interest.

Sarety-Fuses.—From the provisional specification of an invention re- 
cently filed by Messrs. Bickford and Smith, of Tuckingmill, Camborne, it 
would appear that the metallic fuse of Messrs. Victor and Polglase does 
not the novelty which has been claimed for it. They state that 
the improvement in the manufacture of safety-fuse now claimed as their (Messrs. Bick- 
ford and Co.’s) invention is the application of a fibrous coating, with or without varnish, 
toa metallic fuse. Besides the fuse of Bickford’s invention now in general use, and 
which is composed of a varnished coating of yarn or thread enclosing a column of gun- 
powder in its centre, there has been long known what has been called a metallic fuse, 
which is a small metal tube filled with gunpowder. But this fuse, although possessing 
very important advantages in the incombustible nature of the metallic coating and its 
imperviousness to damp and water, has altogether failed in practice because, when the 
metal is made sufficiently thick to resist the action of the tamping and of the tamping- 
bar, the fuse is too expensive for general use,and even then is liable to fracture in bend- 
ing. The present invention obviates this defect and renders all the advantages of me- 





tallic coating practically available. The small metal tube filled with gunpowder is 
enclosed in threads of yarn and countered, and, if necessary, varnished in the manner ef 


le 
the ordinary Bickford’s fuse. By this process it is rendered firm and strong, and forms 
& perfect fuse for submarine, blasting,and military purposes, where great durability and 
entire resistance of moisture are essential requisites. 





ImprovepD Sarety-Lamp.—An improvement in miners’ lamps, the in- 
vention of Mr. Isaac Evans, jun., collier, of Cefn Mawr, Ruabon, has just 
been patented; it consists in the employment of an outer and inner cylinder 
of glass, between which there is an annular space, up which currents of air 
are made to pass for the purpose of keeping the glasses cool. On the bottom of the lamp 
containing the oil reservoir, wick-holder, and other parts, there is a projeeting ring per- 
forated laterally to allow air to pass through to achamber round the wick-holder. This 
chamber is covered with wire-gauze, so that no air from outside the lamp can reach the 
flame or pass between the glass cylinders without first passing through the gauze. The 
glass cylinders rest on a ring of metal, which is screwed or otherwise attached to the 
bottom part of the lamp. This metal ring is connected by vertical rods toan upper ring, 
which holds the upper end of the outer glass cylinder, and other parts of the apparatus. 
The lower ring has an annular projection made thereon, provided with vertical holes or 
perforations. This perforated annular projection keeps the glass cylinders apart from 
each other, and in their proper places at the lower part of the lamp. Atmospheric air 
is supplied to the lamp through holes made in the side of the lower ring, and from thence 
into an annular space between the lower outer ring and the perforated projecting ring on 
the burner part of the lamp, The stmospheric air having passed into the annular 
chamber beneath the wire-gauze at the lower part of the lamp passes through the 
gauze, and part of it goes tothe flame to support combustion,and part passes up through 
the perforated annual projection between the two glasses. Above the top of the outer 
glass cylinder and inside the upper ring is placed a crown plate, provided with a per- 
forated annular projection, which serves to keep the upper part of the outer cylinder in 
its place. These perforations in the crown plate allow the air in the annular space be- 
tween the glasses to pass into a space or chamber above, formed by a conical cup or cover 
made of wire-gauze. He prefers to use two gauze cups or covers, one of coarser meshes 
than the other. The heated air and ¢ prod of bustion arising from the 
flame are conducted into this space or chamber by a ic cone placed on the top of 
the inner glass, and which cone by resting on the crown plate also serves to keep the 
inner glass in {ts place. In this space the heated air or gases from the flame are com- 
mingled with the air that passes up the annular space between the glasses. The per- 
forated crown plate, the metal cone, and the wire-gauze caps or covers are kept in their 
places by means of a metal ring, which is screwed or otherwise attached to the upper 
ring of the lamp. The wire-gauze cap or covers may be protected by atin or other metal 
cap provided with openings to allow the heated gases to escape from the top of the lamp. 
It is important that the several parts of the lamp should be so secured that the miner will 
be unable to take them asunder, or obtain access to the light. For this purpose both the 
top and bottom parts of the lamp are locked by means of a screw or screws, which pass 
through both the moving parts at top and bottom of the lamp, and prevent them from 
being detached. These screws are provided with triangular shaped heads, which are 
countersunk in sockets, and, therefore, can only be turned by means of proper keys. The 
invention is worthy of particular attention, from the fact of its being the invention of a 
working collier, yet with a larger quantity of glass in the side than in any other lamp 
which we have seen suggested. 











MINING IN CORNWALL AND DEVON. 


Allusion was made a few weeks since to the favourable opinion enter- 

tained in the locality with regard to the WHEAt Nepruns, about to be re- 
opened by a limited liability vor eee with a capital of 15,000/., which, 
although perhaps far smaller than the extent of the mine would have justified 
the promoters in raising, is, no doubt, ample for thoroughly testing the ca- 
pabilities of the mine, and adding to the reputation of the Marazion dis- 
trict. Although the stoppage of so many mines has been attributed to 
legal difficulties, that the statement is often looked upon with suspicion, it is 
beyond question that the mines now about to be worked by the Old Wheal 
Neptune Mining Company really were stopped by a lawsuit, and it is 
equally unquestionable that the mine was rich at the time it was stopped, 
and that it was still a comparatively shallow mine. The original promoter 
of the adventure was Mr. James Gundry, the father of the present agent 
of West Wheal Trevelyan, and the workings were commenced in 1808, 
with a capital of only 320/., in 64 shares, of 57. each. How profits could 
have been realised can only be explained by the great richness of the mines 
for copper, which was then but two-thirds its present price, as the dues were 
fixed at 1-9th; but that they were realised is manifest, since during the 
14 years which the mine continued at work 112,000/. was distributed amongst 
the shareholders, the dividends being equal to 17507. upon each 5/. share. 
Since 1822 the mines have been idle, for the number of lords interested 
in the minerals prevented them being worked by one party, and it was 
well known that separately the mines could not be profitably worked, owing 
to the intimate connection between the 13 shafts that had been sunk.

65-inch cylinder-engine placed on the new engine-shaft would drain the 
mine to the depth of from 150 to 200 fathoms. This he says would allow 
the present levels to be extended, and new deeper levels to be driven, which 
would open an immense quantity of dry backs, which would, no doubt, 
prove highly remunerative, especially as the mine is at present a shallow 
one, the eastern and western ground having only been worked about 
40 fathoms deep. The promoters of the present company have taken 
great care to so arrange that no lawsuits shall hereafter arise, and have 
obtained the setts at 1-18th dues, which is generally considered to be ex- 
tremely favourable for a mine of such known wealth.

REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 


June 5.—The Coal Trade continues in the same relative condition which 
it has done for some time. Asan instance of the improvement of the trade 
in the Northumberland steam-coal district, the increase in traffic last week 
on the Blyth and Tyne Railway over the corresponding week in 1861 was 
19411. The reports from the Cleveland district speak very favourably of 
the Iron Trade, only a limited quantity of coals being exported, in conse- 
quence of the iron manufactories requiring nearly all the coals vended from 
the different collieries of the district. It was stated some time ago that the 
Cleveland makers had received the contract for a large order for railway 
sleepers for Madras, but it ap only a third of the order comes here, 
the rest going to Glasgow, where greater advantages exist for the ship- 
mentof these articles, most of the sleepers made here having to goto London, 
or some other Indian shipping place, to be re-shipped for their destination. 

Another meeting has been held on the subject of a Permanent Relief 
Fund, this time at Durham, a very convenient place, we should say, for 
the assembling together ot the men; but the attendance of miners was only 
small. The Permanent Fund movement seems to make very little pro- 
gress amongst the miners. This appears very strange, but the men either 
have very little faith in the proposed scheme, or a great portion of them do 
not care to interest themselves in the matter. ‘The report received from the 
Coal Trade Committee has had a depressing effect on some of them— 
thinking that the masters either wish to take no active part in the matter, 
or to evade the question altogether. At the meeting held at Durham, on 
Saturday (the Rev. G. T. Fox in the chair), Mr. James Liddle moved, 
“ That this meeting approves of the efforts made to establish a Permanent 
Reliet Fund in the counties of Northumberland and Durham.”—Mr. J. 
Bramwell, Recorder of Durham, in seconding the motion, said that the 
Miners’ Permanent Relief Fund was a concern of an important nature, 
and it required considerable discrimination and talent to govern it.—Mr. 
W. P. Shield stated that the committee had communicated with several 
influential gentlemen in Newcastle and Durham, and it was in consequence 
of these communications that those present had generously come forward 
to assist the committee in establishing a Miners’ Permanent Relief Fund. 
After quoting statistics, showing the death rate from accidents, he said 
that, calculating the total number of persons employed in mining operations 
above and below, in the three counties, if those above 18 years of age were 
to pay 1d. per week, and those under that age }d., the sum raised, after 
making provision for all cases of fatal accidents, would leave a considerable 





balance, which balance, together with what interest might be realised 
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during the year, might be available for other purposes. He moved that | 
this meeting appreciates the steps taken by the committee since the last 
general meeting, and 7. of the principles laid down by them in the 
code of rules just read. . Henry Taylor, in an eloquent speech, seconded 
the motion, which, with the preceding resolution, was agreed to unanimously.

REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES. 


Jone 5.—Several new coal winnings have lately taken place, which 
promise to be good paying properties for their respective owners. The 
Coedcae Coal Company, after a heavy outlay, have struck the Rhondda 
vein No. 3, at a depth of about 120 yards, and 4 feet thick. Operations 
have been going on for the last ten months, and although a large capital 
has been laid out, the success which has been at last attained will amply 
repay the company. Messrs. Webb and Spittle have also reached the coal at Aberbeeg. 
A large sum of money has been laid out here, which speaks well for the enterprising 
spirit of the proprietors, The coal is the celebrated Lantwit vein, which is considered 
amongst the best house coal of the neighbourhood. The Bargwm Mine pit, Abersychan, 
the property of the Ebbw Vale Company, is about to be re-opened. Some 18 months 
since a slip took place in the mountain, which created great alarm at the time, and 
which was the means of partly closing the pit. A number of men were in consequence 
thrown out of work, and the neighbourhood suffered severely. The slip has been since 
gradually removed, and it is expected that work will at once commence in the mine. 

A report has recently been circulated that negociations are pending for the sale of the 
Penarth Tidal Docks and Railway to the Taff Vale Railway Company. Nothing official 
has been made public to confirm the report, and therefore the statement is generally 
thought to be incorrect. 

At the Neath Petty Sessions, on Friday, James Moore, William Leyshon, and Wm. 
Roberts, were charged with leaving their work at the Aberpergwm Colliery without 
giving a month’s notice, The men had signed a“ round robin” to leave their work in 
a fortnight, and the same was stuck on the office-door, Evidence was given, showing 
that the rales of the colliery were posted up in several places about the works, and they 
required one month’s notice to begiven, There was no wish to press the charge, as de- 
fendants had been led astray by other men, Upon promising to return to their work 
they were discharged on paying the costs. Thomas Roberts, charged with the same 
offence, was committed for seven days.—At the Swansea Police Court, on Saturday, 
Rees Rees was charged by Mr. Daniel, agent to the Swansea Coal Company, with having 
violated the 28th rule of the Tycanol Colliery, by opening his lamp. Mr. Daniel said 
the rules were printed both in English and Welsh, and every man was supplied witha 
copy. Defendant pleaded guilty to the charge of having opened his lamp in the work- 
ings for the purpose of lighting his pipe. The magistrates strongly condemned the con- 
duct of the defendant, who imperilled his own as well as all the other lives in the pit 
through his reckless act. He was fined 30s, and costs, or two months’ imprisonment. 

A case came before the Bridgend magistrates on Saturday which shows the import- 
ance for all colliery owners to take care that their rules should be certified by the Go- 
vernment Inspector. Thomas Miller, a collier in the employ of Messrs. Vivian and Co., 
was charged with infringing the rules of the MorfaColliery. Mr. Kempthorne appeared 
to support the charge. It appeared from the evidence that the defendant, in order to 
aise a larger quantity of coal, had commenced cutting into the pillars supporting the 
revel, and notwithstanding his having been remonstrated with by a fellow-workman, 
Ihe persisted in going on, until theoverman came and stopped him. The rules were pro- 
duced, but the Government Inspector had not signed the certificate attached to them, 
which was necessary to make them special colliery rules. The magistrates, although 
fully convinced of the guilt of the defendant, said they had no alternative but to dis- 
charge him, in consequence of the rules not having been certified. 

The various railway bills affecting the district which are now betore the Houses 
of Parliament deserve especial attention. The West Midland additional works bill 
seeks for power to build a station at Newport, and for ranning powers to the Newport 
Docks. The Monmouthshire Railway Company strongly opposed the bill, but it has 
passed the Commons Committee, with the alteration that the Monmouthshire Company 
may build the station within eighteen months, but if they should fail to do so then 
the West Midland will have liberty to build. The Monmouthshire Company intend 
opposing the bill again in the Lords, more particularly that part which gives the West 
Midland power to ran down to the Newport Docks. The feeling of the district is, it 
must be admitted, decidediy in favour of the West Midland having the power sought for. 

The London and North-Western Railway have succeeded in getting their bill for the 
leasing of the Merthyr, Tredegar, and Abergavenny Railway through the Commons. 
The West Midland Company opposed in this instance, and they succeeded in obtaining 
facility clauses and running powers when the double line will be opened, If this bill 
becomes law, and there is no reason to think otherwise, a most important and rich mineral 
and agricultural country will be communicated with the London and North-Western. 
By this, and other bills now in progress, Merthyr Tydvil will become the great centre 
of railway communication, which cannot fail to greatly enhance the position of the town. 
There are various other bills promoted during the present session, all of which tend to 
show the increased importance attached to the district, and the promising future before it. 

Mr. W. Jenkins, Newport, and Mr. A. H. Jenkins, Caerleon, have petitioned the Master 
of the Rolls to wind-up the company formed for carrying on the Pontnewydd Works. 











REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE, 


Junge 4,—The Iron Trade continues to manifest the degree of improve- 
ment previously noted. There are decidedly more enquiries for iron, and 
most of the works in both parts of the county are pretty fairly employed. 
A good deal more is doing for the United States, and the statements 
made recently as to the increased demand for the market are fully borne 
out by the returns of exports for April, in which month nearly as much 
iron was sent to the States as in September, October, and November last 
combined, and nearly twice as much as in March. The rapid increase in 
the export of iron to France ia shown by the fact that in the first four 
months of this year that country took nearly four times as much. ag ip the 
couxea'yns' ie woria: “In*fié whole export trade of the country, too, 
France was exceeded only by the United States and India in the value 
of English goods she imported in the first quarter of the present year. 

The Bradley Colliery accident, though not so destructive to human life 
as the Millfields boiler explosion, is a most lamentable one, four men and 
three boys being swept away in a moment by an irraption of water, of 
the position of which {t would appear that those in charge of the colliery should have 
been aware, The principal features in this lamentable catastrophe, which occurred at a 
colliery belonging to the well-known firm of G. B. Thorneycroft and Co., tronmasters, 
on Friday last, may be briefly stated :—The upper measures of the colliery were partially 
worked years ago, including the thick coal. Workings in this measure were, however, 
prosecuted until a few months back, when for some cause they were suspended, At 
any rate, it was known that there was an accumulation of water in this measure, and 
with a view to tap it a level was being driven from a pit shaft known as No. 7 in the 
Gubbin ironstone measure, and it was into this level that the irruption of water took 
place. The neighbourhood is well known to contain a large amount of water in the 
mines, but the pumping apparatus at the colliery is amply for the purpose of keeping it 

wn. The‘thick coal workings were partially drained into the Heathen coal mea- 
sures below by means of what is locally called a“ jackey” pit, and what in the North 
is termed a staple. A part of the seam, however, dipped from the “ jackey” pit, and 
the water which the level then being driven was intended to carry off was believed to 
be in the depression thus foned, and the level was driven so as to intersect the 
coal openings where the waterlay, Above the level which was being driven gate-roads 
in the thick coal were known to extend with a thickness of only about 4 feet inter- 
vening, and the roof was of a somewhat friable character. The manager, Mr. Harvey, 
was down on the day before the accident, and his son watched on the same day, and 
they and the chartermaster supposed that the level had not been driven within from 
11 to 14 feet of the water in the measure above. In reliance on this belief, a workman on 
the evening before the accident employed a biast to bring down about 5 inches of the 
roof, no doubt at the very time the water lay above the roof to which the blast 
was applied. The chartermaster, John Rigby, was in the level a few moments before 
the irruption, and his escape was remarkable. When he was down there was no ap- 
pearance of water in the level, and the four men and three boys were employed not in 
sinking in advance, but in laying down a culvert at the bottom of the level to let off the 
water when it should be reached. 

No sooner had the chartermaster reached the surface than a rush of water, the crash 
of the scaffold inn the shaft opposite the level which was swept down the pit, and the 
cries and groans of the men were heard. The skip was at once lowered, only to prove 
that the scaffold was gone, and the shaft was soon filled with carbonic acid gas, which 
was not cleared out until, by the agency of the pumping apparatus, the lower measures 
were emptied of water and the ventilation restored, The level in which the accident 
occurred was 70 yards from the surface, and the shaft extended 15 yards lower down, 
whence another level extended to the pumping-shaft. The first two bodies found had 
been washed through this level, a distance of 200 yards, to the bottom of the pumping- 
shaft. One was afterwards found at the bottom of No, 7 shaft, into which the water 
first rushed, and three in the bottom of the same shaft under a mass of timber, &. A 
pony and two skips had been washed into the lower level or headway. The last body, 
which was not recovered oy Sunday night, was found in the bottom of thefsump 
of the pumping-shaft, which was 20 yards deep in water. Captain Thorneycroft, a 
member of the firm to which the collieries belong, was sitting as a magistrate at Bilston 
at the time, and was early on the spot, and Mr. Baker, the Inspector, was there at seven 
in the evening, and they both staid night and day until the last body was found. An 
enquiry was before the Coroner on Monday, but the evidence given was mainly 
confined to the identity of the bodies. It was adjourned to Tuesday next, when all 
particulars are to be furnished. It was, however, stated that no boring rods had re- 
cently been employed to ascertain whether water was near. Three of the deceased were 
married, and had children depending upon them. 

A man named James Jours, “ doggy” or overlooker in the Blue Fly Colliery, at Gospel 
Oak, was killed by an explosion on the same day as the above accident occurred, and 
the engineer was seriously hurt. The enquiry is adjourned to the 16th inst. 

A man was mortally injured at a colliery at Brownhills, on Monday last, in a manner 
which shows how reckless men are of their lives. He was at the bottom of the shaft, 
and had signalled to raise the skip, when he clambered over it to the other side of the 
shaft. It ascended as he was on it. He jumped off, hurt his head, and died on the 4th. 





Orrences Acatnst THE Mines Inspection Act.—At the Wellington 
Police Court, on Tuesday, Thomas Pitchford, of Old-park, was charged by John Owen, a 
collier residing at the same place, for that he, on the first day of May, at the parish of 
Dawley, being the hooker-on at a certain coal pit, did allow more than eight, to wit ten, 
men to ascend the said pit at one time, contrary to the 24th special rule for the regula- 
tion of mines.—Defendant, while admitting the offence, pleaded in extenuation that the 
Chartermaster insisted upon placing two more men in the doubles after the proper num- 
ber were in, and that he (the Chartermaster) afterwards jumped in himself, and also 
gave the signal to the banksman.—The Bench expressed their disapprobation of the 
Chartermaster’s conduct, and dismissed the case. It transpired that the special rules 
do not contain any provision to punish the Chartermaster.—Samuel Willett, the banks- 
man at the same pit, was summoned to answer a charge of permitting ten men to de- 
scend the pit at one time, The magistrates inflicted a fine of 2s. 6d., with lls. 8d. costs. 
— Powis, of Lawley-bank, the Chartermaster of the pit in question, was charged

Mr. Bartlett appeared for the 
defence. It appeared that the pit was unsafe,in consequence of some overhanging rock, 
and that the defendant refused to find timber to preveut the reck falling. Fined 5/. and 
costs.—James Price, hooker-on at a pit in the parish of Shiffnal, belonging to the Lilles- 
hall Company, was d by Samuel Jones, a collier, for having,on May 13, allowed 
more than eight men to ascend the pit at one draught, contrary to the 24th special rule. 
Defendant admitted the offence, and was fined 10s. and 13s. 8d. costs.—Jephtha Dainty, 
the Chartermaster of the last-mentioned pit, was then charged by the same complainant 
with allowing a draught of men to descend the pit at the same time as a draught was 
coming ap. Defendant was fined 2/. and costs.--Mr. Wynne, Inspector of Mines for the 
district, was present during the hearing of these cases, having been directed by the Se- 
cretary of State to attend, but did not give evidence in any of them, the information in 
each case having been laid by some of the men who might have suffered if any accident 
had occurred through the breaches of the rules. 


Conviction or CoLtiery Prorrierors FoR AN OFFENCE AGAINST 
THE Miwine Act.— Messrs. William Mills and Son, Gawn Colliery, Rowley, were charged 
on an information laid at the instance of Mr. Baker, the Government Inspector of Mines, 
with having neglected, on Dec.'30 last, to adequatgly fence one of the shafts of their col- 
liery. Mr. Owen, from the office of Mr. Loiton, appeared to support the information. 
The offence was admitted, but Mr. Mills maintained that the blame laid with his ser- 
vants.—Mr. Baker stated that on the evening of the day named in the summons, aman 
fell down this shaft and was killed, and three days afterwards witness visited the place. 
On that occasion he saw Mr. Mills, and told him about the pit being unfenced. Mr, 
Mills represented that there had been a fence, but the banksman neglected to put it up. 
Witness gave directions what should be done, and defendant promised to comply with 
them. Witness beleved that he had complied with them, and that there were now double 
rails placed round the shaft—quite sufficient protection, seeing that the pit was still in 
use.— William Belcher, late watchman at defendant’s colliery, and brother-in-law tothe 
man who was killed, proved that before the present rails were put up the shaft was pro- 
tected with a chain; he did not believe that that was up on the night when the accident 
happened. Wituess also said that he believed the pit d unfenced up to two months 
ago, but subsequently he altered his statement, alleging that he had misunderstood what 
had been asked him.— Morgan, the banksman, stated that there was no chain round the 
shaft at the time the accident occurred, inasmuch as it was being used for another pur- 
pose—to make up some of the pumping gear. A few days afterwards Messrs. Mills put 
up the rails that were now in use.—In reply to a question from the magistrates, Mr. 
Baker said this was the first time the defendants had been summoned for an offence 
against the Mining Act.— Mr. Partridge said that the magistrates did not consider the 
present case called for an infliction of the full penalty. This was one of that class of 
cases, however, that ought to be dealt with with severity, and the Bench would feel it 
their duty to inflict a fine of 51., and costs 3/. 4s.6d. Mr. Partridge added that if Mr. 
Baker woulé only continue to bring cases of this description before the notice of the 
magistrates, the magistrates would in every possible case make an example.
